In his book a passing reference to 
Gladstone made the charge that he 
had been “ruled” by women, the in-

Viseount Gladstone, leading the up- 
roar against the charge, wrote a letter 
to Wright, calling him “a liar, a cow- 
arc and a fool,” and inviting him to’ 
su: for libel and substantiate his 
charges. Copies of the letter were sent 
to newspapers and were published. 

Gladstone also had Wright expelled 
from the exclusive Bath club, of which 
the Prince of Wales is a member. 

Wright first brought suit against 
Gladstone because of the expulsion, 
claiming his side of the story had not 
been heard by the club’s executive com- 
mittee. He was awarded $500 for loss 
of rights in the club and $125 for loss 
of character. 

This was purely a legal issue. The 
big test is to come in the libel suit, 
when in justification of his charges of 
“liar, coward and fool” against Wright, 
Lord Gladstone will try to prove 
Wright’s charges against his father 
untrue, and will seek to force Wright 
to bring any evidence he has of the 
elder Gladstone’s alleged immorality.

Paris, January 17.—(#)—Former 
Crown Prince Carol, of Rumania. and 
his legal regal wife, Princess Helen, 
have both left their separate abodes 
and are traveling through differgnt 
parts of Purope tonight,’ but there dre 
no indications that their paths may 
cross. 

Carol abandoned his holiday retreat 
on the Riviera yesterday afternoon 
and a few hours later Princess Helen 
took the Simplon Express at Bucha- 
rest, westward bound.

The Rumanian gevernment announc- 
ed that Helen is going to Florence 
with her son, the youthful Prince 
Michael, and then on to Rapallo to 
give the boy the benefit of a few 
weeks’ play in the warm Italian sands 
away frem the cold, rain and mud of 
a Rumanian winter. 

The former prince was not accom- 
panied by Mme. Lupescu who had re- 
sided with him at Neuilly, and rumors 
are already afloat that he is expected 
to. meet his wife at Florence. The 
Bucharest officials took pains to point 
out that it has been Princess Helen’s 
custom to go to Italy each winter 
with her son and it is officially an- 
nounced that Helen is returning to 
Bucharest after seeing the boy com- 
fortably installed. 

From Bucharest also come reports 
while the government chief, Premier 
Averescu, approved of Princess Helen 
leaving the country, former Premier 
Ionel Bratino, one of the most pow- 
erful influences in the country, did 
not hide his feeling that the depar- 
ture of the princess was a mistake 
fraught with political possibilities of 
considerable importance.

St. Petersburg, Fla., January 17.— 
(?)—Consideration of plans for organ- 
izing workers in the automobile indus- 
try and denunciation of a report by a 
Massachusetts commission whick criti- 
cized the Ohio workmen’s compensa- 
tion was the principal business trans- 
acted today by the executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
meeting in quarterly session here. 

Decision tg organize workers in the 
automobile industry was made by the 
convention of the federation in De- 
troit last year and referred to the 
executive council, which determined 
today to give this matter its special 
attention. 

President Green was directed to call 
a conference of officers of organiza- 
tions now represented among automo- 
bile workers to be held at Washing- 
ton, D. C., in the near future, when 
plans will be made to bring these 
workingmen into the ranks of the fed- 
eration of labor. A few of the trades, 
such as patternmakers, machinists and 
polishers agy® represented now in the 
federation, Mr. Green said, but’ the 
great mass of workers is not. 

At the Detroit convention a resolu- 
tion was introduced and approved, 
calling upon officers of the federation 
to bring about the formation of 
labor unions among’ the million or 
more workers employed in the manu- 
facture of automobiles. The resolu- 
tion stated that these people are “with- 
out organization except in some in- 
stances where so-called ‘shop’ or ‘com- 
pany’ unions exist.”

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SUIT AFTER FIRE 


Norfolk, Va., January 17.—-(7)-—~ 
Charging breach of cantract and fail- 
ure to exercise the necessary degree of 
care and with using dangerous and un- 
safe implements in the work of re- 


conditioning the steamer America the 
government opened its suit today for 
more than $2,000,000 against the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock company, growing out of a fire 
aboard that steamer on March 10, 
1926. This was the gist of the open- 
ing statement made before Judge D. 
Lawrence Groner by H. H. Rumble, 
special assistant to the United States 
attorney, who, with F. R. Conway, 
of the shipping board’s legal staff, is 
presenting the government's case. 

On the other hand the respondent 
set out in the opening statements that 
the shipbuilding company had done 
everything, called for in the contract. 
Rose Hupper, who, with F. H. Skin- 
ner, of Newport News, is leading the 
defense for the Newport News com- 
pany, intimated that there would be 
several disclosures during the trial that 
would tend to show that this was true 
and also to show that the defendant 
had gone even farther than the con- 
tract stipulated in handling the Ameri- 
ca at its yard. 

While both these statements were 
brief and to the point it required 
practically all of the morning to in- 
troduce exhibits that the government 
expects to use in the prosecution of 
this case. ‘These exhibits consist of 
contracts between the United States 
lines, operators of the steamer for the 
Emergency Fleet corporation, specifi- 
cations under these contracts, plans of 
the first four decks of the ship and 
bills for work done by the defendant. 

B. K. Ogden, director of marine in- 
surance for the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration, was the only witness called 
during the early hours of the trial. 
His testimony consisted merely in as- 
serting that the shipping board car- 
ried insurance of $2,000,000 on the 
steamer in its private insurance fund 
with no outside company holding poli- 
cies. Whether or not premiums are 
paid on this by the operators he could 
pot say. 


BURGESS DEFENDS 
TARIFF COMMISSION 


Washington, January 17.—(#)—In 
defense of the tariff commission on 
which he formerly served, as a re- 
publican from Pennsylvania, William

The whole inquiry, he said, was in- 
spired from within the commission for 
the sinister purpose of discrediting its 
members and Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge. : 

Mr. Burgess charged that William

ed to tell the commission that he had 
taken an active part in the wheat case 
when his wife owned. one-quarter sec- 
tion of Kansas wheat land from which 
she received an annual rental of $275, 
which he said, was double the amount 
Mrs. Glassie received. 

The former commissioner further 
charged that Mr. Culbertson had been 
employed as a lecturer while serving 
on the commission and had used he 
commission’s staff regularly to pre- 
pare the lectures without authority 
from the commission, Culbertson also 
took credit, he said, for magazine ar- 
ticles and books which the staff pre- 
pared. 4 

He assailed Commissioner Costigan 
for “unfair and inaccurate testimony” 
and challenged him to present proof 
of any instance in which he (Burgess) 
“obstructed” procedure before the com- 
mission as charged by Costigan.

But that should not mean war. 
President Calles Satisfied the sec- 
retary of state on one occasion that 
there should be no retroactive en- 
forcement. From this position 
there is now an evident attempt 
at evasion, and while some of the 
American interests have sought re- 
dress in the Mexican courts, the 
sensible way to handle it is to let 
The Hague jurists hear both sides, 
If Mexico 
does not make an official request 
for arbitration, as it is reported it 
is willing to do, then under the 
treaty this nation can make the of- 
ficial request, and it thus would be- 
come a solemn mandate upon Mex- 
ico that it could not ignore. 

Meanwhile we should repose 
every confidence in Secretary of 
State Kellogg, who is a man who 
does not go off “half-cocked,” and 
who may be depended upon to do 
all that is possible to settle our dif- 
ferences by peaceful rather than by 
warlike methods.

It was the irony of fateful history 
that two months hefore. William IT, 
grandson of that Versailles, made em- 
peror, had abdicated his imperial 
throne and hecome a reviled refugee in 
Holland. His great armies. with 
which he had again ravaged France, 
were beaten and disbanded, his em- 


imperial flag had been torn to tatters 
and trampled in the dust. France,

The only time there has been a 
democratic national convention in the 
south was in 1860 at Charleston. Then 
the cyclonic winds of the slavery is- 
sue drove the old party ship on the 
rocks and split it wide open. The re- 
sult. was Abraham Lincoln, a_ mili- 
tant republican party, and the great 
war between the states. 

The only living man who was a dele- 
gate in that convention, 67 years ago, 
that this writer has been able to 
identify is our own distinguished and 
beloved Judge George Hillyer, of At- 
lanta. He was doubtless the youngest 
delegate who went to Charleston in 
the Georgia delegation. 

In any discussion of this national 
convention business it is well to un- 
derstand that no city can just wish 
one on itself. The national committee 
of the party meets éarly in the con- 
vention year and decides where the 
party\cat-fight shall be pulled off. It 
hears the several town boosters de- 
claim’ the merits and claims of each 
aspiring city. It then puts out its 
collection plate and says “How much?” 

The holding of a national conven- 
tion costs the committee a large sum 
of money. Usually its treasury is 
distingut@hed only by its deficits. 
Therefore the city that will hand over 
the largest cash contribution for con- 
vention expenses almost invariably 
gets the enthusiastic favor of the com- 
mittee,

The Cost of a Convention. 

The expenses entailed in the holding 
of a national convention are all legiti- 
mate and necessary. They usually 
run around the $100,000 mark. 

There are 112 members of the na- 
tional committee, including two .each 
for Alaski, Hawaii, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico and the Canal Zone, whose 
travel expenses and hotel bills must 
be paid. The committee employs a 
small army of attendants to serve the 
convention in all needful ways. The 
convention hall must be fully equip- 
ped for doing the business in hand. 
Hence the imperative need for ready 
money and plenty of it, and the con- 
vention ¢Gity must furnish most of it, 
if not all. 

If Atlanta should be willing to 
match any other city’s bid she has 
every other attractive claim to favor- 
able consideration. : 

Atlanta can house the convention 
itself adequately and can bed and 
board the delegates and visitors with- 
out overstraining her facilities. | 

Atlanta is greater in population 


and public accommodations today than | 


Kansas City was when the national 
convention was held there in 1900 and 
than Denver was when it entertained 
the convention of 1908. In fact. At- 
lanta has more people, more and ex- 
eeedingly finer hotels and far better 
transportation than Cincinnati had 
when the convention assembled there 
in 1880,

next year we should not delay laying 
our plans to capture it. Our Civic 
bodies to whom the people look for 
leadership in such affairs should hold 
an early conference and decide wheth- 
er Atlanta will bid or refuse to play 
her ecards.

Education By Mail. 
My article on correspondence school 
instruction seems to have been very 
timely. In warning my readers to be 


on guard against these correspondence 
schools which promise much and deliv- 
er little I have alread, saved some 
ambitious readers a heartache and a 
flat pocketbook. 

I did not start this war against the 
fake correspondence schools. It seems 
that the federal trade commission had 
already warned a number of them to 
stop their practices or else get out of 
business. Already, through my com- 
ment, a number of questionable schools 
have “got religion”. and are taking 
their first step toward giving good 
service. The Better Business bureau 
igs putting forth a serious campaign 
to clean up the advertising in the cor- 
respondence school field 

Off comes my hat to ambitious peo- 
ple who want to study. The Carnegie 
corporation has been studying this 
adult education business. It finds 
that the correspondence schools in this 
country enroll 2,000.000 = students, 
which is four times the registration 
in all of the colleges, universities and 
professional schools of the land! 
Think of that. There are some 350 
such correspondence schools and their 
annual income from students is $70,- 
000,000.. That's big business—eve 
in America—isn't it? ‘ 

One million young men and women 


beyond public school age but not over 
20, are registered in continuation 
schools. Of the total population un- 
der the age of 25 there are 336.000 
in commercial colleges. 100,000 in me- 
chanics’ schools, 842.000 in public eve- 
ning schools, 256,000 in part-time 
schools, 120,000 in Y. M. C. A. classes, 
and 90.000 receiving instruction from 
the Knights of Columbus. University 
Extension accounts for 200,000. 

This is a wonderful picture of 
American ambition. -When any fake 
correspondence school preys upon the 
perfectly wonderful desires which am- 
bitious youth and adults have to im- 
prove themselves by taking their mon- 
ey without giving even a glimmer of 
an adequate return, it is high time 
that the government, or somebody else, 
steps in and says. “lay off.” 

I once supervised the work of 
100,000 evening school folk in ihe 
state of New York. I know some- 
thing, at least, of the sacrifices which 
they made in time and money. I 
know of no baser trick than to prey 
upon the good intentions of people. 
Therefore I propose to continuc to 
strike hard at educational fakers. 

Here are a few points which every- 
one who is a prospective purchaser of 
a corresponden ~ school course should 
find out for himself: —

No 
physician or health officer dares to 
commit himself in a written or printed 
definition of a “cold,” for the excel- 
lent reason that his definition would 
be sure to fall short of what some 
other physician or health officer of 
equal standing and authority would 
give, and it would never do to have 
‘em all quarreling over the question 
“What Is a Cold if Anything?” 
But here’s a preposterous attempt 
at a definition, or at least it pur- 


i; ports to be an explanation of just how 
vou contract a “cold.” 


This is: by a 
former health commissioner of one gf 
the great cities, a man who has about 
as much right as anybody to pose as 
an authority on health matters. His 
explanation of the way that which he 
calls a “cold” happens is not more 
preposterous than the _ far-fetched 
theories which physicians and health 
officers generally, who still harbor 
cold delusion, summon to their aid in 
propagating the superstition, but it 
happens to be a little more specific or 
detailed, and so, I hope, even the 
dumbest reader will see how ridicn- 
lous it is. Let Dr. Baloney (this isn't 
his name, but it would fit fairly well) 
take the floor: 

“When you havea cold the tissues 
of the nose become:very .red and con- 
siderably swollen, ‘There is a feeling 
of heat and pain. 

“The four cardinal symptoms—red- 
ness, swelling, heat and pain—are the 
signs of inflammation. A cold the 
is really an inflammation of the nasal 
or throat tissues. ‘The trouble may 
extend to the ears, or to the bronchial 
tubes and lungs. 

“When any part of the body he- 
comes inflamed, its powers of resis- 
tance are lowered. This means that 
many germs mav find their way into 
the tissues to add strength to the 
forces of evil already entrenched there. 
No longer are you fighting the germs 
of the common cold alone, but you 
are being attacked by the pneumonia 
germ and the pus germs.” 

This is a unique elucidation. The 
good old stuff about “lowered resist- 
ance” is there, but notice that ac- 
cording to this notion the inflamma- 
tion in the nose is the cause of lower- 
ing of resistance. Generally the old 
fozies have it the other way. that is, 
they calmly assume that getting one's 
feet wet or a cold draft or something 
‘lowers resistance” and as a conse- 
quenoe the “cold” develops. ‘This for- 
mer health commissioner. however, 
seems fond of novel and original ideas. 


'He starts off with the “cold” all es- 


tablished and then he explains how 
you contract it. “here are many read- 
ers who will find this explanation 
quite satisfactory. But I believe there 
are about as many, these days, who 
will see the empty purport of it at 
once. 

Those who find this former health 
commissioner's exposition of the na- 
ture of alleged “colds” reasonable, 
sensible or adequate are not amenable 
to education, They are resigned. even 
continued su’ jects of chronic Rilling- 
complaint. In this blissful state it 
never occurs to them that many of the 


things thev know ain't so.

“It would simply be an insult to 
public opinion were I seriously to re- 
pudiate such fantastic explanations.” 

Discussing the citations made by 
Secretary Kellogg from a_ resolution 
of the third international concerned 
with the “national struggle against 
American imperialism in individual 
countries,” M. Litvinoff said: 

“I am familiar with the resolu- 
tions of the third international. Un- 
fortunately I am not in a position at 
this moment to verify the quotation 
made from them by Mr. Kellogg. 
am also familiar with the malign 
resolutions of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor against the fundamen- 
tals of the soviet regime. It is as 
ridiculous to explain the attack of 
the American navy against Nicaragua 
by criticisms of imperialism con- 
tained in the resolutions of the third 
international as it would be to ex- 
plain the failure of crops in the soviet 
union by resolutions of the American 
Federation of Labor.” 


Discusses Mexico. 


Then, turning to a quotation made 
by Secretary Kellogg from a _ report 
by Foreign Minister Tchitcherin say- 
ing that Mexico gave soviet Russia 
“a convenient political base in Amer- 
ica for the development of our further 

“M. Tchitcherin was perfecly right 
in welcoming the restoration of nor- 
mal relations between the soviet un- 
ion and Mexico. The soviet govern- 
ment will continue every effort to re- 
store normal relations with every 
state in America. The soviet gov- 
efnment cannot have, and has no re- 
lations with Mexico except relations 
of loyalty and non-intervention, 


‘To explain the deterioration of the 
relations between the United States 
and Mexico by M. Tchitcherin’s per- 
fectly loyal declaration is to cause 
amusement to the world,” the acting 
foreign minister added. “The soviet 
government has always stood and con- 
tinues to stand on a platform for the 
restoration of normal relations be- 
tween the United States and the 
soviet union and can only express 
regret that Mr. Kellogg’s fantastic 
attacks should be prompted by dif- 
ferent motives which have nothing in 
common with the restoration of nor- 
mal relations between the two coun- 
tries.” 


Secretary Kelloge’s charges of com- 
munist activity in Latin America and 
particularly Mexico were contained in 
a document submitted to the senate 
foreign relations committee January 
12 during a private hearing of the 
secretary before the committee on the 
policy of the administration in Nica- 
ragua, 

The secretary said that the infor- 
mation in the hands of his depart- 
ment indicated that Latin Ameriea, 
especially Mexico, is conceived as 
a base for communist activity against 
the United States.

The same at- 
titude has existed ever since Diaz was 
elected president, nor is any change 
contemplated.”’ 


Wide Latitude for Latimer. 


Asked if he had knowledge of any re- 
cent move by Admiral Latimer, looking 
to a peace conference, the secretary 
indicated that instructions both to 
Minister Eberhardt, at Managua, and 
to Admiral Latimer, continuously had 
been wide enough to permit them to 
take any such steps as might appear 
appropriate, No recent reports as to 
efforts they may have made in that 
direction have been received by the 
state department.

fit to hold a post of honor or respon- 
sibility,” was adopted at a mass meet- 
ing in Balitmore attended by several 
hundred persons. 


The Baltimore meeting was held 


after the regular weekly “open fo- 
rum,” usually addressed by nationally 
prominent speakers, and which is held 
under the auspices of local members 
of the people’s party. Other resolu- 
tions adopted ealled for immediate 
withdrawal of American forces from 
Nicaragua and declaration of an ar- 
mistice between the contending fac- 
tions as a preliminary to a new elec- 
tion. 


Moscow and Paris furnished some

Russia Closely Attentive. 


Editorial comment from New York 
and Washington papers, printed in 
Russia for the first time together with 
Secretary Kellogg’s charges concern- 
ing communistic activities against the 
United States in Mexico and Central 
America, is said to have impressed 
Russian readers that President Cool- 
idge’s age in Nicaragua, while it 
probably will be approved by the sen- 
ate, is condemned by the majority of 
the American journals, 

Francisco de La Barra, former 
president of Mexicd and former am- 
bassador to Washington, declared in 
Paris in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press that he did not believe 
“a conflict can arise between Mexico 
and the United States,” and expressed 
the hope “with all my heart that a 
solution which will harmonize the in- 
terests of Nicaragua, the United 
States and world commerce under the 
reign of right can be realized.” 

“Pan America,” he added, “can 
exist in full and effective fashion only 
by basing itself upon mutual -confi- 
dence.” 

Resolutions demanding withdrawal 
of American naval forces from Nica- 
ragua will be taken up Wednesday by 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee. At the same time the commit- 
tee will determine whether it will make 
public the “corrected” copy of the 
transcript of Secretary Kellogg’s 
Nicaraguan testimony given last week 
in executive session. 

Labor Denies Radicalism. 

Meanwhile, official observers have 
been furnished additional views on 
the secretary of state’s charges of 
anti-American red propaganda with 
the making public of a statement by 
Santiago Iglesias, secretary here for 
the Pan-American Federation of La- 
bor. The statement contained cor- 
respondence designed to show that 
the Mexican Confederation of Labor 
had declined to join forces with the 
communist groups either of Russia or 
the United States.

Chipps told the invariable story 
throughout the day that Chipps was 
a “bad man” and had a bad reputa- 
tion when intoxicated. They also 
said he was just the opposite when 
sober. 

Many testified that Chipps was a 
habitual drinker, and that during the 
last few weeks of his life he was 
drunk about “half the time.” A half 
dozen barbers who had done Chipps’ 
barber work testified to this effect 
and to the effect that Chipps was 
intoxicated the day he was killed. 

_Witnesses were brought from Luf- 
kin, Texas, where Chipps lived 20 
years ago, to tell that he was ob- 
streperous. These witnesses, however, 
did not get to tell much, as they 
knew nothing of Chipps’ standing 
in Fort Worth. 

The day developed numerous wran- 
gles among the attorneys and on half 
a dozen occasions the judge had to 
cal] the attorneys to his bench to 
straighten out the tangles. The judge’s 
overworked gavel worked under the 
insistent hammering for order as the 
attorneys fought eyery point, and the 
packed courtroom grew restless. 

The testimony went to the extent 


{of Chipps’ baldness, and how much

C. H, Russell. livestock man of Fort 
Worth, and W. C. Curry, testified 
that Chipps’ dringing reputation was 
bad.

A. D. Harding, member of the legis- 
lature from Fort Worth, said Chipps’ 
reputation as a “violent man” when 
drinking was bad. 

. F. Parks, Fort Worth barber, 
testified Chipps was under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor “about haif 
the time” and that on the day Chipps 
was shot he saw him about “50 per 
cent drunk.” 

t. E. Hancock, another_ barber, 
testified that Ghipps was in the barber 
shop where he worked between 11:30 
a.m. anc 12 o’clock on the day Chipps 
was shot and that the lumberman was 
drunk. 

“He was pretty full,” Hancock said. 

Norris stated early in the day he 
was going to fire a “22-inch gun,” 
and he put on 30 witnesses as the 
opening salvo against the character 
and reputation of the man he killed. 

Threats Kill. 

Two witnesses, in addition to 
Woodruff, testified of instances in 
which Chipps is alleged to have said 
he was going to kill Norris.

Gainesville Man 
As Postmaster 


News was received in Atlanta Mon- 
day of the confirmation Saturday by 
the United States senate of the re- 
appointmerit of Albert S. Hardy, editor 
of The Gainesville News, as postmas- 
ter of Gainesville, Ga. 

Mr. Hardy begins his third term of 
office on March 4 following his ap- 
pointment by President Calvin Cool- 
idge on January 13. His appointment 
Was made upon the recommendation 
of Congressman Thomas M. Bell, of 
the ninth district, and-the indorsement 
of Gainesville citizens whom he has 
served in the capacity of postmaster 
for the past eight years. 

His first appointment was tendered 
by President Woodrow Wilson in 
1918, and he was reappointed by Pres- 
ident Warren Harding on March 3, 
1923. Under his leadership the Gaines- 
ville postoffice has been elevated from 
the rank as a second-class office to 
a first-class office and the receipts and 
amount of mail handled by the Gaines- 
ville office has practically doubled. 
Postmaster Hardy is well known 
throughout the entire state, being a 
member of the board of trustees of 
the University of Georgia, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the North 
Georgia Agricultural college at Dahlon- 
ega and former president of the 
Georgia Press association. He has 
been active in support of securing the 
location of a national forest in north 
Georgia and the establishment of a 
paved system of highways throughout 
the state, especially in northeast Geor- 
gia.

Christian Council 
Passes Resolutions 
On Mexican Crisis 


Expressing the hope that issues be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
will be settled in “a high and fair spir- 
it of reason and justice,” the execu- 
tive committee of the Christian Coun- 
cil adopted a resolution at a meeting 
Monday deploring the possibility of the 
United States entering another war. 

The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the council composed of 
representatives of 80 church congrega- 
tions and 55,000 people at a regular 
meeting. 

The resolution in full follows: 

“We desire most earnestly to ex- 
press the hope that the issues between 
the United States and Mexico will be 
settled in the high and fair spirit of 
reason and justice. 

“It is equally to be deplored. that 
there is even a possibility of Ameri- 
ca’s going to war, because of the con- 
stitutional enactment of an independ- 
ent and sovereign people, until every 
possibility is exhausted of arbitration 
and international adjudication. 

“Tt is our desire that a copy of 
this statement be sent to the president 
of the United States and to each of 
the representatives of Georgia in con- 
gress,

USSOLIN I. 


Mussolini and Wife, While 
Living Apart, Have AI- 
ways Merited the High- 
est Respect. 


Duce’s Constant Belief Is 
That He Belongs Entire- 
ly to the Country and 
All Else Must Give Way. 


This is the twelfth of eighteen 
articles on | Mussolini—the most 
talked of man in the world. 


XIT.—MUSSOLINI’S FAMILY. 
Rome, January 18.—Mussolini’s 
wife never moved to Rome after 
Benito’s triumphal entry into the 
eternal city at the head of his fascist 
legions. She stayed in Milan and still 
lives there with her three children, in 
a modest apartment, opposite that of 
Arnaldo Mussolini, the Duce’s brother, 
the editor of Popolo d'Italia. 

The strangest rumors were once in 
circulation in regard to this separate 
establishment in the Mussolini fam- 
ily. Especially certain erotic French 
periodicals, with evident satisfaction, 
thought to have discovered a certain 
moral aberration in the Duce and the 


relations with his wife. 
An Example of Virtue. 


Nothing is further from the truth. 
Whatever crimes may be laid at the 
Duce’s door by the opponents. of 
fascism, no man can point a finger at 
his conduct. And Donna Rachele, as 
Caesar’s wife, is actually so. far above 
suspicion that she is held up as an 
example of austere virtue, like those 
Roman matrons in the golden century 
of old. Mussolini tells the young 
fascists each time that the strength 
of the movement lies, among other 
things, in the living of clean lives. 
He gives the example himself. 
nna Rachele Mussolini, who 
shared all the Duce’s weal and woe 
during many stormy years, years in 
which her husband was alternately im- 
prioned and exiled, stayed in Milan 
because the boys had just begun to go 
to school and Edda, the eldest daugh- 
ter, had entered a young ladies sem- 
inary as a day pupil. 
It was first planned that the fam- 
ily should follow. later to Rome, but 
the Duce found himself so thoroughly 
occupied each day, and often each 
night, that he felt that family rela- 
tions would only be an additional bur- 
den. Moreover this man of destiny 
once said: “The public man is doomed 
from his birth; he bears the stigma 
from his youth. He can no more es- 
cape it than we can escape death. 
Public life is inevitable, ineluctable.”’ 
He feels that with wife and children 
close to him, they would either suffer 
or the public business would suffer, 
Nation Above All. 
And with the Duce the country’s 
needs go before anything. With him 
the individual counts for nothing. 
Everything is for Italy. He considers 
that his life henceforth belongs to 
his country. He believes also that he 
was destined from his earliest youth 
for the task of what he calls “extri- 
cating Italy from the quagmire - in 
which conservative agd liberal anti- 
quarianism had sunk it.” 
This is the true reason of the two 
Mussolini establishménts, one in Rome 
and one in Milan. It must not be 
thought that Mussolini always bore 
himself with indifference under this 
separation. That would have been 
strange in a man of such strong likes 
and dislikes, of such tempestuous 
character traits and so much feeling. 
Often in the quiet of night, he sits 
brooding in front of Donna Rachele's 
photograph. When the rush and tur- 
moil of speeches, receptions, banquets, 
cabinet councils, fascist reviews, dic- 
tating letters, writing speeches and 
granting interviews have died down, 
he turns in to himself to mediate and 
recover his balance. 

Several high-placed men close to 
the prerier told me that it is best 
not to disturb Mussolini when he is 
in one of the ruminative moods. For 
he is sad at such times. a 


of a tragedy weighs on his mind. 


he is subject to a violent inner storm. 
It is not considered wise to disturb 
him. He must fight it out by himself, 
and he does. For on the morrow 
there is not a trace of depression or 
melancholy left. 
His Antecedents. 

Mussolini never clajmed anything of 
the kind, but some of his enthusiastic 
followers have been digging up his 
family antecedents and have discovered 
that there is a relation between Benito 
and the ancient noble family of Mus- 
solinis. Benito himself is satisfied 
to be the son of Alessandro Mussolini, 
the blacksmith of Predappio, and Rosa, 
the smith’s wife. 

After Mussolini left school and fin- 


ished off his elementary education 
with a lot of home study, he attempted 
to secure the position of communal 
secretary in fPredappio. He was 
turned down. In later years, when the 
fascists held their first election, Mus- 
solini was defeated in his home town. 

Predappio has since tried to make 
up for its first coolness. The house 
where he was born is constantly being 
decorated. It has become a place of 
pilgrimage for fascist trippers and 
picnickers. 

Not long ago somebody digging into 
the archives of the town discovered a 
letter addressed to the prefect of po- 


ice, 

The letter was written by Signora 
Rosa Mussolini, the Duce’s mother. 
In it she stated that she had a hard 
time making both ends meet and hum- 
bly petitioned the prefect to. help her 
in petitioning the minister of education 
for a grant of money, so that “‘my eld- 
est boy, Bento, may have an oppor- 
tunity to enter high school.” She 
mentions further that Benito had 
shown evidence of studiousness and a 
wish to succeed. 

Like a Prophet. 

The requet was turned down. Mus- 
solini seems not to have been success- 
ful in his home town. A prophet is 
not without honor save in his own 
country, a great teacher said of old. 
This was certainly proven in the 
Duce’s case. 

Still it pained Mussolini that his 
home town should have rejected him 
when he came up for election there 
the first time. When his mother had 
to tell him the painful news that he 
could not go to high school and con- 
tinue his studies, young Benito was 
silent for.a time; tears stood in his 
eyes. It must not be forgotten that a 
situation like this means more in Eu- 
rope than it does in America, for the 
simple reason that there is no oppor- 
tunity in the old world to work your- 
self through college. Mussolini saw 

a dream vanish that moment. But he 
dried his tears and looked up at his 
mother and said: “I will make my own 
way and I will make my own life 
my masterpiece.” History will record 
how he has kept his word. 

Arnaldo Mussolini, the brother, is 
the Duce’s trusted lieutenant in Milan, 
the birthplace and center of fascism, 
Popolo d'Italia is no longer the strug- 
gling little sheet of times gone by. It 
is a respectable newspaper, housed in 
Milan's galleries, the fashionable main 
street of the town. 

Milan remains the stronghold of 
fascism. It was here that it was called 
into being by the Duce and it is 
from here that it still draws its fi- 
nancial strength. For the initial ex- 
penses of the mobilization and the 
march on Rome wer? paid by a com- 
mittee of the great industrialists of 


the north. 
Letter a Day. 

Each morning there is a letter on 
Mussolini’s desk from Milan. Either 
his wife or one of his three children 
has written it. The Duce also takes 
a run up to Milan and stays for a 
day or two. He then goes back to 
the newspaper office and sits with his 
brother or plays tennis. 

Arnaldo told an intimate friend not 
long ago that Benito had always. bul- 
lied him. “And he still does,” added 
the Duce’s brother. When he needs 
money and cannot, because of the na- 
ture of the need, touch state funds, 
he simply tells Arnaldo to get it for 
him. e yeaches for the telephone 
and tells him. “No ‘buts’ now, I want 
50,000 tomorrow morning; telegraph 
it to me. Goodby!” That’s the way 
the Duce orders things. Fortunately 
Arnaldo knows where to get the 
money, an extremely lucky thing, by 
the way, for a newspaper man. 

The money comes from the big man- 
ufacturers who financed the whole 
fascist undertaking and whose busi- 
ness it without a doubt saved from

On Grinding Wheels 
In Ford Auto Plant 


Who wonld think of looking in 
an automobile factory for dia- 
monds? Yet, in the Ford factory 
in Detroit more than one thousand 
carats of the preciors stones are 
in use in the manufacture of motor 
cars, But these diamonds do not 
enjoy the life of ease and luxury 
characteristic of the social variety 
of the gem. 


Few persons indeed would con- | 


sider pressing their most choice 
diamonds against the whorling sur- 


face of a grinding stone; yet that 
is what happened every day to 
these commercial stones. Grinding 
wheels soon pick up enough steel to 
become glazed and grooved. Here 
the diamond comes into use, and is 
forced against the running grind- 
ing wheel until the old surface has 
b-en cut away. 

While the biggest specimen ever 
used by the company, weighing 
67.82 karats. lasted about two 
years, most of them become value- 
less after a few weeks, and some 
break down in an hour.

Given Desired Color. 


The first or ground coating of grey 
paint is placed on the metal, and then, 
after drying, the body is finished in 
the required color, fawn grey, royal 
maroon or channel green for the closed 
cars, and phoenix brown or gun metal 
blue for the open machines. A deft 
touch of the painter’s brush, and the 
decorative stripe is applied. 

Here it may be well to state that 
only the bodies for the open cars are 
actually assembled at the Atlanta 
plant, the closed car bodies being ship- 
ped complete, except for painting, 
feom Detroit.

Veteran Diplomat Is Speaker 
At Commerce Luncheon Here 


BY SAM SMALL. 


Under-Secretary. of State Joseph C. 
Grew, who is the most widely experi- 
enced diplomat in the American sery- 
ice, spoke Monday to the largest gath- 
ering of Atlanta business men assem- 
bled at a noon-day chamber of com- 
merce luncheon in a decade. He was 
the guest of the service bureau of the 


chamber, of which Henderson Hallman 


is chairman, and of the foreign trade 
club, of which H. O. Williamson, of the 
Atlantic Steel company, is chairman. 

Mr. Hallman presided, and the serv- 
ices of the foreign trade local organi- 
zation was briefly explained by Mr. 
Williamson. 

Among the guests were representa- 
tives of the various civie organiza- 
tions, and also a number of Harvard 
alumni who thus honored a_ fellow 
alumnus of the class‘of 1904. 

Mr. Grew was introduced by Clark 
Howell, editor o° The Constitution, 
who acquainted him with Atlanta’s 
strategic position as a distributing cen- 
ter, and then acquainted those present 
with Mr. Grew’s varied activities in 
the foreign service, starting in in 1906 
as third secretary at the American em- 
bassy in Mexico City, afterward at 
Berlin, Vienna, Petrograd and other 
legations in western Europe, as plen- 
ipotentiary at the peace conference in 
Paris, subsequently as minister to 
Switzerland and Denma. , and as the 
American diplomat who drew the 
treaty with Turkey at the Lausanne 
conference—which treaty has not yet 
been ratified by the American senate 
although by every other signatory 
nation. 

“As under-secretary of state,”’ said 
Mr. Howell, “our guest today is the 
right hand man of Secretary Kellogg 
when he is at his desk, and he is the 
secretary of state when Secretary Kel- 
logg is not at his desk.” 

Mr. Grew gripped his audience with 
his opening sentence, and held it in 
a pleasing way through his entire ex- 
planation of the foreign service and 
what it means to all the people.

honest man sent to lie abroad for the 
commonwealth.” Lucian said ‘“di- 
plomacy is the art of saying harsh 
things soothingly,” while Talleyrand. 
a past master of diplomatic arts, said 
“a diplomat is one who uses words to 
conceal his thoughts.” 

It is not long ago that a visitor 
to one of our foreign embassies or 
consulates would encounter either a 
young upstart who was perfectly ac- 


quainted with the lineage of European | 


rovalties, but with nothing else: or 
some “genial but uncultured gentle- 
man who believed in practicing shirt- 
sleeve diplomacy literally, and who 
was entirely at home in his own office 
and at-home nowhere else!” Yet ‘‘the 
lustre of American diplomacy has been 
brightened by many a man of the 
type of James Russell Lowell, Joseph 
Choate, or Walter Hines «’age.” 


Our Reformed Diplomacy. 


Secretary Grew then reviewed the 
national and world events that have 
changed the scope and functions of our 
modern diplomacy. While excluded 
by the maxims of Washington and 
Jefferson from permanent and entan- 
gling alliances of political character 
with other nations, nevertheless Euro- 
pean wars of the 19th century, our 
war between the states, our war with 
Spain and its expansion of our pos- 
sessions, and especially the events and 
consequences of the late world. war, 
have changed our relations with the 
world at large. Because of our great 
power and our great riches we no 
longer can maintain our old policy of 


‘isolation: conditions of commerce, in- 


vestments and the necessities for 
world-wide peace, none of which we 
could afford to change or ignore, re- 
quire us to enter upon liberal and‘ just 
relations with the other nations of 
civilization. 

“It is this development of our {n- 
ternational relations that has brought 
about marked changes in the nature of 
our diplomacy and called for drastic 
reforms in the machinery applied to 
the maintenance of those relations,” 
he said. 


President Cleveland’s Initiative. 


Secretary Grew very frankly and 
President Grover 
taking the initiative 
to provide this country with an ade- 
quate and competently adjusted for- 
eign service. He said: 

“President Cleveland was the first 
to take a practical and constructive 


| hold of the matter, even before our 
{foreign interests had begun to loom 
, large on the horizon.” 


The Cleveland formula was. he ex- 
plained, that “diplomacy is a business 
proposition, an honorable profession 


‘which should be carried on by straight- 


forward methods; it requires fitness, 
training and experience just as much 
as the army and navy must be staffed 
by: trained, efficient men.” 

For that reason the service needed 


to be divorced from the political spoils 


system and now that has been done 
All 
state department officials below the 
rank of minister to a government is 
included in a system of civil service 
regulations, requiring examination, 
training and experimental 
trial in diplomatic or consular service. 
The Two Arms of Service. 

The secretary said he _ scarcely 
needed to explain to his hearers the 
difference in the duties and functions 
of the diplomatic and consular arms 
of the service, but he remarked upon 
the surprising lack of that understand- 
ing in the country at larg.. “A large 
volume of the letters to consuiar of- 
fices are addressed to the “American 
Counsel,” instead of to the “American 
Consul.” Most of the writers seem 
to think the consul is a lawyer set 
up abroad to give free legal service to 
our people at home or in transit over 
the other continents. But a consul 
is not intended to be an .attorney 
gratis and he would not be allowed to 
plead in any foreign tribunal. 


“As for the other branch of the 
service,” he said, “I remember that 
when a few years ago I was intro- 
duced to a dear old lady as ‘the Amer- 
ican minister’ in a certain country, 
she asked me very sweetly what church 
I was minister in? I had to reply 
that I supposed my denomination was 
Legational.” 

Then the speaker gave informing 
data concerning the actually small cost 
@& the service, referred to the skimpy 
salaries we pay in’ comparison with 
those paid by less opulent. govern- 
ments, of the lack of proper housing 
for our embassies and consulates, and 


even of our most prominent ambassa- 
dors. In that connectiOmhe repeated 
the story of how Ambassador Choate 
was rambling around one night in 
Hyde Park in London, when a police- 
man advised him to “go home.”

Our Policies Abroad. 


The secretary then most lucidly ex- 
plained that a popular notion that 
this nation has no defined lines of po- 
litical and e¢economic policies in our in- 
ternational relations, is all wrong. 

He made it clear as noonday that 
we have a long established policy of 
adjustment of controversial 
questions between our nhation and na- 
tionals and those abroad. The policy 
is to justly settle differences as far as 
possible without resort to courts, com- 
missions, or the application of force. 


In economics it is to preserve the; 
“open 


door” ‘to our commercialists 
and investors upon the basis of “the 
most favored nation” principle of 
reciprocity. 

In that line we ask no moré than 
international comity and law requires 
and upon those terms of equity we 
have maintained relations of equity 
and amicable intercourse with the na- 
tions of the earth. 

The speaker then intelligibly ex- 
plained the coordination of functions 
relating to trade promotion and trade 
protection between the department of 
state and the department of commerce. 


In passing he voiced a thoroughly de- | 
‘conclusion by the fourth Sunday in 


served eulogy of the practical and val- 
uable work done for our American 
commerce by Secretary Hoover. 


In concluding his admirable address, 
which was listened to keenly by an au- 
dience of solid business men, some of 
whom have trade interests that reach 
around the globe, Secretary Grew 
said; 

“That {s as much as I can touch 
upon today. If I have been able to 
bring the foreign service a little closer 
to you, if I have been able to show 
you some of its aims and accomplish- 
ments with which you were unfamiliar, 
if I have been able to lay any foun- 
dation which may prove useful to you 
now or in the future, then I have 
succeeded in my purpose, 

“T am sure it is unnecessary to say 
that 1 herve not been pleading theories 
but stating facts. The foreign service 
is a non-partisan, non-political organ- 
ization. As a result of the qdevelop- 
ments which I have described, a higher 
caliber of men are now being attract- 
ed to the service and there is- every 
reason to believe that with awakening 
interest in the country these stand- 
ards will be steadily improved. Not 
only do our practical nati®nal inter- 
ests demand this improvement, but the 
prestige of our country as well. We 
are going to be judged abroad to a 
great extent by what our representa- 
tives do and what they are. This na- 


tional prestige is something that should 
appeal to every individual patriotic 
American. We can continue this im- 
provement only with the interest and 
support of the country and that is 
why I am particularly glad to have 
had the privilege and opportunity of 
laving these facts before this public- 


‘spirited bedy of men.”

Calls Special Meeting. 

President Johnson tonight called a 
special meeting of the American league 
club owners, to meet here next Sun- 
day, at which time their plan of ac- 
tion will be formulated before going 
into the room to face the commissioner 
the next day. 

Commissioner Landis, meeting with 
committee from the two major leagues 
and a minor league delegation at 
French Lick today, refused to comment 
on the statement given out by John- 
son, charging that Landis was re- 
sponsible ‘‘for tarring the reputations 
of Cobb and Speaker” by making 
public the evidence involying them.

Boyd said the ex- 
traordinary meeting here next Mon- 
day of Johnson and the eight Ameri- 
can league club owners, with the com- 
missionary would afford Johnson every 
opportunity for a full disclosure of 
all the facts in Johnson's possession 
concerning Speaker's baseball career. 
Boyd will be present at the hearing, 
he said. 

President Johnson not only admitted 
that he was the “leader of organized 
baseball” quoted in the newspaper ai- 
ticle which caused Landis to call the 
special meeting of the American 
league club owners but he elaborated 
on his statements that “Cobb and 
Speaker will never come back to the 
American league, no matter what 
Landis decides.” 

Forced Players Out. 

The American league executive in 
his statement admitted that the league 
had foreed Cobb and Speaker to zet 
out, and neither manager had willing- 
ly resigned, as the public was first in- 
formed. Johnson further asserted that 
he and the American league board of 
direetors wanted to let the two stars 
retire gracefully and that out of com- 
pliment to Landis they handed him 
just enough evidence to explain their 
passing, 

“I do not believe that Ty Cobb ever 
played a dishonest game in his life,” 
Johnson said. “If that is the exon- 
eration he seeks, I gladly give it to 
him. Cobb, however, never could ex- 
plain satisfactorily why he wrote to 
Dutch Leonard, discussing bets on 
ball games. 

“Speaker is somewhat different 
from Cobb. He is what I wonld call 
cute. If he wants me. to tell why 
the Cleveland club decided to let him 
out,.I will gladly go into court and 
teil it.” 

President Johnson revealed tonight 
that there was promiscuous ing 
on horse racing. involving ceftain 
members of the Cleveland club, as late 
as 1925. 

“I have information that in one 
day alone the sum of $4,200 was won 
by certain players on the Cleveland 
team,” Johnson said. “They pooled 
a sum of money and bet it, certainly 


‘with Speaker's knowledge that betting 


was going on. I do not see how it 
would be possible for these players 
to have made such wagers and Speak- 


,er not know anything about it.”

WHAT’S YOUR MONEY WORTH? 
About a yes? ago some 14,000,000 


depositors had more than $23,000,000 
in savings deposits of all classes in 
the banks and trust companies of this 
country. Some of these depositors 
had as little as $1 in the bank. Others 
had comparatively large sums. But 
whether their deposits were large or 
small, each depositor has received, if 
he did not withdraw his funds during 
the periods which has elapsed, a cer- 
tain interest return from the bank 
holding his savings. 

In some parts of the country, this 
interest return amounted to 3 per 
cent. Usually the interest return on 
savings deposits is somewhat less than 
the existing commercial rate on loans, 
That is entirely reasonable since the 
banks pay for the use of deposits in 
more than money. They pay in the 
complex system of accounts which al- 
low the depositor to secure his money 
at any time. They pay by keeping 
on hand sufficient liquid capital to 
meet the ordinary demands of depos- 
itors for the return of.funds. And the 
depositor, in turn, pays for the high 
degree of safety and consent liquidity 
of his savings by accepting this low 
rate of return. 

Call money was ruling at 4 per cent, 
when this line was written, and time 
money, loans for 30 to 180 days, 
demanded an average of 41-8 per cent. 
Loans secured by collateral demanded 
between and per cent. These 
various short-time loans are common 
investments for banks, business or- 
ganizations and individuals who re- 
quire that their investments be for 
very short periods. The returns these 
investments pay fluctuate from day to 
day as idle funds are scarce or plenti- 
ful or as they are expected to be so 
in the immediate future. 

But the average investor is not satis- 
fied with any of these rates. What is 
his money worth? A glance at the 
financial page of this newspaper will 
reveal the average return on long- 
time loans—bonds and notes—to be 
very close to 6 per cent. There are 
some bonds, for the most part the se- 
curities of foreign governments, yield- 
ing slightly more, but there are a larg- 
er number of bonds whose yield is 
about 6 per cent or sliciiily lower. 
Dividends on dependable stocks, too, 
usually are not far from 6 per cent. 

Whenever money is working safely 
it is earning something between 3 and 
6 per cent. That is all money is 
worth, the sum of safety and yield. 
If a business ean pay 15 or 20 per cent 
on the capital invested, it doesn’t have 
to offer 15 or 20 per cent for loans. 
Such successful companies can get all 
the money they require by paying 
what money is worth. And, by the 
same token, if a business cannot pay 
15 or 20 ner cent for money, its 
promise to do so would be worthless.

The Active Rails. 


Wheeling & Lake Erie issues were 
among the most active rails, the com- 
mon jumping over 5 points to 363-4 
and the preferred 4 points to 615-8, 
the highest levels since they were 
listed on the stock exchange ten years 
ago. Lehigh Valley touched another 
record top at 1221-2, but lost all its 


gain, while the highest prices in years 
were registered by Western Maryland 
common and second preferred, Frisco 
common, Great Northern preferred, 
Northern Pacific, Wabash A, Reading 
and Bangor & Arostook.

The daughter of General W. W. 
Gordon and Eleanor Kinzie ss 
Mrs. Low was married to Will 
Low, of Warwickshire, England, and 
maintained homes both here and in 
London for more than 40 years. It 
was while on a visit to England that 
she conceived the plan of forming the 
Girl Scouts in the United States. 

A close friend of Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell, who founded the Boy Scouts 
of England, she watched with interest 
the growth of that organization and 
the formation soon afterward of a sim- 
ilar order for girls known as the Girl 
Guides. She was given the active co- 
operation of Sir Baden-Powell in form- 
ing the first patrol here in March, 
1912, of the Girl Guides of America.

was changed to the Girl Scouts of 
America.

Dr. Mayo is here attending a two- 
day conference of the American col- 
lege of surgeons. 

“Bodies of American boys and girls 
are not physically constructed’ to 
withstand the rack and tear of the 
present’ era of fast living,” he de- 
clared. 

The strain of hip flask drinking 
and parked-auto petting partic: is 
manifesting itself to a minor degree 
at the present time, but the real break- 
downs will come within 10 to 15 years, 
I’r, Mayo believes. 

Personal Inventory. 


“We have national defense day, 
fire prevention week and why not 
have a national personal inventory 
week when every man, woman and 
child in the United States can sub- 
mit to a physical examination so that 
the weak spots can be noted and 
guarded against,” he suggested. 

“It is only by this means that we 
can prevent the hundreds of thousands 
of breakdowns that are certain to 
come. 

“The American doctor of today has 
left the ‘pill peddling’ class and our 
duty is not so much to cure ailments 
as it is to prevent them,” Dr. Mayo 
stated, 

“If we can’t have a personal inven- 
tory week, every person more than 
20 years of age should set aside an 
hour on his or her birthday to call 
on the family physician for physical 
examination. 

“Then if the person will note and 
follow the physician’s advice on any 
defects which may be found, we can 


all live to be 100 years of age, and 
grow old gracefully.” 
_ Irregular Eating. 

All of the ailments which are cér- 
tain to develop out of this jazz age 
era will not be caused by hip flask 
drinking, Dr. Mayo believes. 

“Irregular eating, lunches at all 
hours and without regular schedule, 
improperly balanced foods and over 
eating is just as dangerous to the in- 
dividual as over drinking but not so 
dangerous to the community,” he 
added. 

“There is just as much harm in bad 
eating as there is in bad drinking.” 

Dr. Allan Craig, Chicago, associate 
director of the American college of 
surgeons, agrees to a certain exf@nt 
with Dr. Mayo that hip-flask toting, 
petting and parked-auto parties are 
leaving their tale-telling marks on the 
youth of today but he has hopés that 
within a few years the present gen- 
eration will find its level and strike 
cut sanely. 

“In their very daring lies their 
safety,” Dr. Craig declared. “In spite 
of what all the would-be reformers 
say; I believe that the youth of today 
is just as much interested in clean 
living and morals as they were 20 
years ago.” 


Moral Medicine. 


Salvation from the jazz age rests 
with educational institutions, churches 
and doctors going ahead hand in hand 
in health instruction, he maintained.
